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The winter of ’83, the winter of ’80, the 
winter of ’69 ... the “big flood” years can be 
recited without much trouble. 

in fact, few in the West Valley can say 
they aren’t aware of what happens when 
heavy rains roll off the San Gabriel 
Mountains and into the streets. 

Nature has been issuing warnings for 
years. 

Despite that knowledge, last year’s ample 
rainfall caused extensive damage to homes, 
businesses and government facilities. 

One woman drowned in the runoff. 

Overall, it was a bad year for flood 
control. While floodwaters were inflicting 
heavy damage, voters turned thumbs down 
on a proposal that supporters said would 
have eliminated some of the West Valley’s 
most pressing storm drain needs. 

Now the question is: Are residents facing 
another year of flooding? 

According to engineers, if rainfall is as 
concentrated as it was in 1983, the answer 
is: Probably. 

Si 
The problem is, in Upland and Rancho 





Cucamonga, little money is available to 
complete flood control projects that would 
lessen the impact of heavy rainfall. 

In Upland, two storm drain projects are 
under way to bolster the city’s 4.3-mile 
drainage system — a system characterized 
as “inadequate and antiquated.” 

“We’re in better shape than we were last 
year,” said City Engineer Fred Blanchard. 
“But we won't ever be sufficient until we gei 
considerably more money. 

“Right now we are just doing the best we 
can, but that’s about it.” 

The city nearly emptied its street 
improvement fund in November to pay fora 
$1-million storm drain along north Euclid 
Avenue. 

Construction on the 1.3-mile drain and 
the various inlets are nearly complete. 

City officials are attempting to garner the 
necessary easements for another 1.5-mile 
drain in northwest Upland. 

The underground drain as well as a sister 
project extending to Benson Avenue will 
cost around $1.7 million. 

Blanchard said officials from Upland and

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San Bernardino County are discussing the 
possibility of installing a $1-million storm 
drain with funds from redevelopment. 

Blanchard said the precise 
redevelopment project area has not been 
decided, but he added that the drain would 
stretch almost a mile from Benson Avenue to 
Arrow Highway at the Los Angeles County 
line. 

Under the plan, still in its developmental 
stages, the city would pay for the project and 
be reimbursed through tax increment. 

Blanchard said the new drain would 
eliminate the need for city and county 
“spreading basins” — land left vacant to 
absorb rainwater. 

Despite the future and pending 
improvements, Blanchard said the city’s 
system still would be unable to handle 
torrential rains, such as the record-setting 
storm that swamped Southern California last 
February. 

Officials in Upland, as well as in Rancho 
Cucamonga and Ontario, watched funding 
go down the drain last November as voters 
squeiched a flood control initiative, Measure 
W.

The proposal would have provided about 
$8 million in flood control improvements in 
Rancho Cucamonga. 

Instead, the city is faced with finding 
alternative methods of funding large-scale 
projects. 

The Grapevine — Rancho Cucamonga’s 
newsletter — informed residents last month 
to be “prepared for the worst.” 

Flood control projects completed in the 
last 12 months are expected to have minimal 
effect on the amount of water traversing city 
streets. 

“This year we’re going to have to cope 
with it the same way we did last year,” said 
engineer Paul Rougeau. 

There were some improvements — 
improvements that eventually may add up to 
a permanent solution to the city’s flood 
problem. 

Early last winter, the Army Corps of 
Engineers completed Deer Creek Channel. 
The project drains a largely undeveloped 
area. 

Another project will thin out the water on 
Hellman Avenue, but is not expected to 
reduce volume. 





In heavy rains, Hellman often becomes 
one of the West Valley’s most dangerous 
streets. 

The improvement project widened 
Hellman at Foothill Boulevard and rebuilt 
culverts under the intersection. 

“The intent was to widen the intersection 
and still handle the water,” Rougeau said. 
“It'll make it a little shallower, but it won’t 
reduce the quantity. The only way to do that 
would be to put in a pipe like we were hoping 
to do with Measure W. 

“It'll take us along time (to put it in) 
without it.” 

In the planning stage is a project 
designed to reduce debris that clogs drains 
along Hellman. 

Rougeau Said a ravine near 19th Street 
and Beryl Avenue will be cleared and 
cemented. 

City officials hope the %2-mile-long 
project — not expected to begin until spring 
— will eliminate the major source of debris 
on Hellman. 

One area infrequently seen by residents 
is the city’s industrial zone. Once an area of 
major floods, the district has solved many of 
its problems.

Rougeau said the assessment district . 
completed a storm drain project on 1,800 
acres between Haven Avenue and the Devore 
Freeway. 

About $5 million was spent on the 
project. 

Property taxes from land adjacent to Day 
Creek are also being eyed as a funding 
source for flood improvements in east 
Rancho Cucamonga. 

Rougeau sees decreasing chances of 
flooding during the winter of 1984-85. 

By that time improvements along the Alta 
Loma channel are expected to be under way. 

The project will enlarge catch basins and 
reduce water along Hermosa Avenue during 
small storms, Rougeau said. 

“There are still going to be some streets 
where people have to be careful,’”’ he added. 

If the city is struck by a major storm, 
there is he!p. 

Sand will be available this winter at the 
Foothill Fire District stations in Alta Loma 
and Cucamonga. . 

Free (unfilled) sandbags are available to 
Rancho Cucamonga residents. Bags can be 
picked up at all three fire district stations 
and the sheriff’s substation. 0

Manor makes residents feel at home

“It's just like a big home” was 
office manager Dorian Trudy’s 
description. ‘‘We have a terrific 
reputation,” said owner Gertrude 
Bubier. 

The women were talking about Alta 
Loma Manor, a care facility at 19th 
Street and Amethyst Avenue and 
somewhat of a local fixture. 

The manor was originally built as 
the first elementary school in the Alta 
Loma School District, and Bubier said 
“! have ladies working for me that 
used to go to school here.” 

The home is different than nursing 
or convalescent facilities because 
residents must be somewhat self- 
sufficient, including those with 
walkers or wheelchairs, Trudy said. 

She also said residents do not 
receive the same dosages of 
medication as patients in nursing 
homes. Bubier said all medicine is 
given orally rather than intravenously. 

The eight-member staff does help 
residents with some tasks, such as 
bathing, shaving and room 
maintenance. 

Nor is the home exclusively for 
elderly people. Some residents have 
mental problems. The oldest resident 
is 86 and the youngest is 38. 

Residents aren’t necessarily placed 
in the home by their families. “Some 
don’t even have families,” said Bubier. 

Bubier bought the home June 2, 
1968, after selling two Montclair guest 
homes. She has spent most of her 
adult life working in care facilities, 
starting in the convalescent end of the 
business with her first husband’s 
mother. 

Bubier said she was one of the first 
rest-home operators in the Pomona 
Valley. She bought the Montclair rest 
homes in 1959 with her second 
husband, the late Robert Bubier. They 
sold the homes in 1972. 

“At one time, my husband and | 
were the biggest operators in 
California, so the state inspector 
said,” Bubier recalled. 

They did not start out that way. With 
a few dollars and an empty building, 
Bubier said she had to ‘“‘start from 
scratch.” 

Beds were borrowed and word-of- 
mouth brought people to the home. 
The popularity of her Montclair homes 
spilled over to Alta Loma Manor, 
which Bubier bought from another 
care-facility operator. 


The home is now at capacity with 47 
residents. People have inquired about 
the home from as far away as 
Ok!ahoma and Ohio, Bubier said. 

“‘We’re known all over,” Bubier said. 
“We take very good care of our 
people.”

she explained. ‘‘But it’s hard to find 
anyone as nice as you.”

As the smell of roast beef and 
mashed potatoes climbed up the 
stairs from the lower level dining area 
where lunch was being served, Trudy 
added, ‘“‘And we provide the best food 
in the San Bernardino Valley, too.” 0

A dark-haired woman named 
Rebecca, sitting in a fully-furnished 
upstairs living room watching a 
television soap opera, joined in the 
conversation. 

“l’ve been here over a year and | 
enjoy every minute almost,” she said. 

“Almost?,” Trudy gasped in mock 


Bubier ever since the home opened, 
said Trudy, who has worked there 
seven years. 

“When | first came here we wouid 
watch the coyotes come out and feed 
in the garbage cans. | can’t believe 
how much it has built up around 
here,” Trudy said. 

- Inside the two-story building, the 


rooms are laid end-to-end while a horror. bain 
“Well, if | feel bad | don’t like it, 


circular hallway loops around them. 
There are 32 bedrooms and all but six 
are semi-private. 

Residents in wheelchairs or those 
requiring the most attention are 
placed in lower-level rooms, Trudy 
said. 

In the lobby near the downstairs 
office, it is not uncommon to see 
residents watching television or 
playing cards, while those who want a 
smoke sit outdoors in a swinging 
chair. 

“You got 21. What do you want, a 
medal?,”’ said a resident playing 
blackjack near the kitchen with a 
friend. “Why hello. How are you? 
That’s a boy,” he said to someone 
passing by. 

Bubier owns a good deal of the 
surrounding property, where residents 
occasionally roam. She is 
conveniently located next to a post 
office and Foothill Fire’s Station One, 
which has responded quickly to 
emergency Calls at the home. 

But new homeowners in the area 
often get the wrong idea when they 
see residents from the manor walking 
down the street, Trudy said. 

“Our people are not confined here,” 
Trudy said. “We have gotten calls 
from people who complain about 
seeing someone from here out and 
walking. This is not a lock-in facility.”’ 

Most of the callers aren’t 
complaining, she said, but express 
concern about the people. Trudy gets 
concerned too, but at times it is over 
the people living outside the manor. 

“We've had (residents) walking on 
the side of the road who are 
sideswiped by people in cars who 
keep on driving,” she said. ‘“‘We have comnts mn 
to keep more of an eye on (residents) Bra 
than we did four or five years ago. But 
they are still on their own.” 

The family or friends of residents 
are allowed to take them away from 
the manor at times or visit them in 
their rooms. Voiunteers who provide 
service at the home usually befriend 
residents and take them away from 
the home for a day, Trudy said. 

Meal tray service is provided to 
residents who have minor illnesses, 
but if they are in serious condition a 
house doctor will examine them and 
possibly recommend hospitalization. 

Entertainment is provided to 
residents by area service groups and 
ministries. Church services are heid 
Tuesday and Wednesday nights. 
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Rudy Vega, an Alta Loma Manor resident, takes a siesta. 
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Training Agency is 
acccepting youth 
applications for its Entry 
Employment Experience 
Program. 

The program provides 
part-time jobs to 
economically 
disadvantaged high 
school students between 
the ages of 16 and 21.

Wrestling’s strictly a family affair

Amateur wrestling is commonly recognized as a 
sport which requires great effort on an individual 
level.

Some new non-fiction titles: 

Fast, Juliys, “Sexual Chemistry: 
What is it, how to use it.” 

“Sexual chemistry is the sum and 
substance of those peculiar tensions 
and vibrations that communicate 
attraction between people. It is in the 
way we move, in our eyes, in our 
voice, in the image we project. The 
authors delve into the world beyond 
the spoken word, beyond our physical 
makeup.” The author of ‘‘Body 
Language” here picks up on the 
sexual angle of non-spoken direct 
communication. It might be OK if you 
are into self-help psychology, but it 
strikes me as oversimple and foolish. 

Miller, Jonathan. “States of Mind.” 

This book is a serious discussion of 
human psychology and the functions 
of the mind. The question and answer 
format might be off-putting, but Miller 
uses his knowledge of psychology to 
ask the right questions about some 
very complex issues. Some of the 
issues discussed are: ‘‘Who are the 
modern psychologists and what do 
they do. How is Freud’s contribution 
to psychology now viewed? What is 
the nature of consciouness? What are 
emotions. How do physiological and 
environmental matters affect mental 


ones? How do children think and 


learn? What is artificial intelligence? 
How should society define and deal 
with insanity.” 

Green, John. “Dakota Days.” 

Green was hired as a tarot reader by 
Yoko Ono and John Lennon. He spent 
much time with the couple at the 
Dakota, their luxurious apartment 
building, in New York City. He paints a 
portrait of two immature, foolish 
people, John and Yoko, depending on 
his own superior reasoning abilities 
and his talent with the tarot cards to 
run their lives and make every 
decision. John is aman whose past 
has caught up with him, unable to 
write due to emotional instability. 
Yoko is a superstitious child, tiptoeing 
around the palatial apartment bs avoid 
John’s wrath. 

This book may be somewhat mean- 
minded. Other portraits of John’s last 
years suggest so.
